J uly 7 (AV-'The British 
announced tonight that five Rus­ 
sian Yak fighter planes were sighted 
In the British air corridor between 
Berlin and Hamburg yesterday. 
British military government head­ 
quarters said a British European 
Airways pilot spotted the planes. 
An announcement said one of the 
fighters “ peeled off and flew within 
the comparatively close vicinity of 
the BEA pilot’s aircraft.” 
“ The Yak pilot did not fly danger­ 
ously near and in the BEA pilot’s 
own words, T was not in the least 
worried.’ ” the statem ent added. 
It declared “ no importance or 
lig nificance is attached to the re­ 
port.” 
This was the first report of a 
British or American pilot sighting 
Russian fighters since the air lift 
to blockaded Berlin got under way.

Russian fighters. But none has been 
reported in the United States cor­ 
ridor. 
U. S. Planes Go Over Top

PITTSBURGH, J uly 7 (I P) —More 
than 87,000 soft coal miners in seven 
states rerpained idle today while 
the government hurried steps at 
Washington to settle the two-day- 
old walkout of captive miners. 
Men staying from work at cap­ 
tive mines, meaning those operated 
by steel firms, included: Pennsyl­ 
vania, 27,000; West Virginia, 15,000; 
Alabama, 
5,700; 
Kentucky, 
1,924; 
Colorado, 1,800; Utah, 1,000. They 
totaled 52,424. 
The 
captive diggers 
said 
they 
wouldn’t work without a contract, 
which steel firms refused to sign 
because of a union shop demand 
which they claim violates the T aft- 
Hartley law. 
Meanwhile the number of idle 
commercial miners shrank from 49,- 
500 yesterday to 37,000 today. They 
comprise 20,000 in West Virginia, 
14.000 in Western Pennsylvania, and 
3.000 in Indiana.

Those who pla nted less tha n three a cres of pota ­ 
toes or pla nted within their 19 4 8 a llotted a crea ge a nd 
ha d a n a crea ge check a nd ha v e pa id the eligibility 
iee a re permitted the benefits of price support.

pota toes purcha sed by the gov ernment will be div ert­ 
ed to liv estock feed, pena l institutions, a nd to othei 
uses out of the regula r ma rketing cha nnels. 
Only 
pota toes tha t a re lully gra ded to meet U. S. sta nda rds 
Of U. 8 . No. 1, or U. S. No. 2 a re being purcha sed. 
Surplus white pota toes gra ding No. 2 or size B will 
be a v a ila ble to fa rmers for liv estock feeding a t $0.01 
per cwt.

000 rema ined in the ground beca use the ma rket price 
to growers wa s only 5 1 cents.

As a result, while 
the perspiration rolls off, we con ­ 
tin ue to swelter. 
Keepin g cool in these circum­ 
stan ces is difficult. But by wearin g 
lightweight garmen ts, exercisin g as 
little as possible, stay in g in the 
shade, an d eatin g sparin gly , some 
relief can be obtain ed. If air con ­ 
dition in g is available, we can en joy 
its comfort tmt m an y places are 
un equipped with this aid, so th at 
for a large n um ber of person s, it 
is on ly wishful thin kin g. 


This coun try has a variety of 
climates 
an d 
there 
are 
certain 
localities an d season s where weath­ 
er con dition s rival the most ex­ 
trem e foun d an y where on the earth. 
Con sequen tly , our scien tists have 
n atural 
laboratories 
for 
studies 
alon g this lin e. Thi.s fact came in 
han dy durin g the war, sin ce sites 
were available where men could be 
acclimatized before bein g sen t over­ 
seas. 
In the process of acclimatization , 
the first few day s of exposure to a 
torrid en viron men t creates a strain 
on the sy stem th at occasion ally Is 
critical. It is durin g this time th a t 
heat exhaustion an d smistroke are 
most likely to occur. An y on e goin g 
in to a tropical climate, therefore, 
m ust be careful n ot to rem ain in 
the sun too lon g. In addition , while 
the circulatory 
sy stem an d 
the 
sweatin g mechan ism are adjustin g, 
exercise should be min imized an d 
the salt-an d-w ater balan ce m ain ­ 
tain ed. 


I t is gen erally con ceded th at the 
hot, arid climate of the desert is 
more tolerable than the humid heat 
of the jun gle. Neither is suited to 
vigorous phy sical exertion but of the 
two, the hot dry air is better, llie 
heat radiatin g from the sun is 
in ten se an d it is ahn c^t impcwssibie 
to work durin g the day ; but It Is 
cool en ough morn in gs an d even in gs 
to accomplish whatever activities 
are essen tial. The lower tem pera­ 
tures a t n ight are con ducive to rest 
so th a t morale an d gen eral fitn ess 
are preserved. On the other han d, 
the mercury levels in hot, damp 
areas do n ot vary much from day 
to n ight. 
Furtherm ore, the high 
hum idity hin ders heat loss. 
This 
combin ation perm its of little relief 
an d, sin ce sleepin g is poor, the 
in habitan ts become en ervated.

Government 
Purch 
Of Surplus Potatoes 
A circular, “The Maryland Farm Front,” came to 
our desk seve-al days ago from Joseph H. Blanford, 
en Airman of the Production and Marketing Adminis­ 
tration, College Park, Md., outlining procedure for 
growers of potatoes whishing to sell to the government 
under the price support program. 
Those who planted less than three acres of pota­ 
toes or planter within their 1848 allotted acreage and 
had an acreage check and have paid the eligibility 
lee are permitted the benefits of price support. 
The 
potatoes purchased by the government will be divert­ 
ed to livestock feed, penal institutions, and to othet 
uses out of the regular marketing channels. 
Only 
potatoes that are tally graded to meet U. S. standards 
Of U. 8. No I, or U. S. No. 2 are being purchased, 
•urpios white potatoes grading No. 2 or size B will 
he available to farmers for livestock feeding at $0.01 
per cw t . In bulk and $0.11 in bags f. o. b. shipping point. 
For instance, this year the Government aet a goal 
of 52.000 acres of potatoes for California. 
But 75,000 
acres were planted. 
So the Government is expected 
to have to buy the surplus—at the rate of $1.53 a 
bushel for a $1.23 net to the grower. 
The Government 
buys surplus potatoes by the hundred-weight, at an 
average pi ice of $2.55 which includes grading, sacking 
and loading. 
It is selling some to distillers to be 
made into industrial alcohol at as little as 35 cents a 
hundred—and the Government pays the freight 
Others, by the carloads, are being dumped on 
abandoned air strips. 
There they are crushed by a 
road roller, dried and sold as cattle feed at almost 
give-away prices. 
Officials admit they would save 
money IT they were left in the ground to rot 
All this is one reason why food prices are high. 
Our lax dollars are used to pay farmers to raise more 
food—al prices so high people cannot afford to supply 
thtir actual needs. 
That is one reason why taxes are 
ao high. 
Nine years ago, before there was a Government 
price-support program for potatoes, only 33,000 acres 
of early potatoes were planted in California. 
About 
IO .OOO DOO bushels were produced that year and 1,000,- 
000 remained In the ground because the market price 
to growers was only 51 cents. ' But the consumer 
benefited by this surplus, through reasonably low 
prices.

Now Where It Should Be 
The new contract between the National Broadcast­ 
ing Company and the Government, placing sole and 
exclusive future responsibility for the Voice of America 
programs on the State Department, does exactly what 
abould have been done before. 
Whether it will cure 
present ills of the program is another matter. 
There has always been more than a suspicion 
that the Voice of America, even under the State De­ 
partment during the war. was too frequently a propa­ 
ganda medium for radical ideas rather than a source 
of information about pure Americanism. 
That sus­ 
picion was rudely Justified earlier this year when it 
was disclosed that the State Department, under the 
excuse of lack of funds, had allowed outside writers 
to air their own views, some of which were rude 
criticisms of many things patriotic citizens hold dear. 
The Voice of America has caused this nation a 
lot of trouble. 
Aired properly, this program could bk 
of great help in promoting good feeling between this 
country and foreign lands. 
It could be a potent 
weapon fr*r the spread of democracy, and that Is pre­ 
cisely wnat Congress Intended it to be when it 
approved its continuation. 
Congress did not intend 
the Slate Departm ent ever to relax its vigil over the 
program* 
If the new arrangements, under which the Slate 
Department will take over the programs October I, 
and, rn toe meantime exercise control, work satis­ 
factorily that is all to the good 
But lf slurring 
remarks chout the United Slates and warped pictures 
of America continue to be fed under the guise of 
official propaganda to overseas listeners by pinks and 
rascals In th* State Department itself, then Congress 
should promptly Junk the whole program. 
The Voice 
of America must be that and nothing else.

Whenever the weather is sizzling, 
our systems work hard to prevent 
, 
overheating. In 
th i s 
way, we 
maintain a tem­ 
perature of 
98.6 
degrees F., even 
though the ther­ 
mometer on 
the 
windowsill regis­ 
ters 102 in the 
shade. Otherwise, 
we might become 
as h o t as the 
Dr. Van Dellen street pavements 
or the sands on the beach. 
The 
quantity of heat that is 
transferred to the body by radia­ 
tion and convection from the sun 
varies 
with the 
amount of skin 
exposed, the color and weight of 
the clothing, humidity, and air 
movements. To counteract the ef­ 
fect, the perspiration starts flow­ 
ing but the success of this function 
depends upon whether the sa eat 
remains on the surface or evapor­ 
ates. We seem to bear the heat 
better if the air is dry and a 
breeze is present, because evapor­ 
ation is encouraged. The opposite 
is true on a muggy day because 
the atmosphere is already saturated 
with moisture and is in no con­ 
dition to accept additional fluid 
from the skin. As a result, while 
the perspiration rolls off, we con­ 
tinue to swelter. 
Keeping cool in these circum­ 
stances is difficult. But by wearing 
lightweight garments, exercising as 
little as possible, staying in tile 
shade, and eating sparingly, some 
relief can be obtained. If air con­ 
ditioning is available, we can enjoy 
Its comfort but many places are 
unequipped with this aid, so that 
for a large number of persons, it 
is only wishful thinking. 


This country has a variety of 
climates and there are certain 
localities and seasons where weath­ 
er conditions rival the most ex­ 
treme found anywhere on the earth. 
Consequently, our scientists have 
natural 
laboratories 
for 
studies 
along this line. This fact came in 
handy during the war, since sites 
were available where men could be 
acclimatized before being sent over­ 
seas. 
In the process of acclimatization, 
the first few days of exposure to a 
torrid environment creates a strain 
on the system that occasionally Is 
critical. It is during this time that 
heat exhaustion and sunstroke are 
most likely to occur. Any one going 
into a tropical climate, therefore, 
must be careful not to remain in 
the sun too long. In addition, while 
the circulatory system and the 
tweeting mechanism are adjusting, 
exercise should be minimized and 
the salt-and-water balance main­ 
tained. 
• —a —a 
It is generally conceded that the 
hot, arid climate of the desert is 
more tolerable than the humid heat 
of the jungle. Neither is suited to 
vigorous physical exertion but of the 
two, the hot dry air is better. Hie 
heat radiating from the sun is 
intense and it is almost impossible 
to work during the day; but It is 
cool enough mornings and evenings 
to accomplish whatever activities 
ar* essential. The lower tempera­ 
tures at night are conducive to rest 
so that morale and general fitness 
art preserved. On the other hand, 
the mercury levels in hot, damp 
areas do not vary much from day 
to night. Furthermore, the high 
humidity hinders heat loss. This 
combination permits of little relief 
and, since sleeping is poor, the 
inhabitants become enervated.

H. C. writes: What would cause 
a terrible burning sensation in my 
throat? 
Reply 
Hot soup or other food, acid, 
straight whiskey, etc. Nervousness 
or infection could likewise be re­ 
sponsible. 


Diaphragmatic Hernia 
A. U. writes: What causes rupture 
of the diaphragm? 
Reply 
In the majority, the condition has 
existed since birth, representing a 
defect in development. With the 
remainder, injury is responsible. 
The diaphragam may be torn after 
a severe auto accident, for exampfe, 
or penetrated by a bullet or knife. 


Unstable Teeth 
A. R. writes: Should loose teeth 
in a 40 year old man be pulled if 
they do not hurt? 
Reply 
This is difficult to answer with­ 
out a dental examination to deter­ 
mine whether pyorrhea exists. Other 
possibilities include injury and im­ 
proper fillings. If corrections can 
be made without extractions, this is 
usually preferred. 


Inf action and Weight 
8. L. writes: 
Can fistula and 
abscess of the rectum make one 
lose weight? 
Reply 
Yes. especially lf there is absorp­ 
tion of the toxic material. Much 
depends upon the causative germ, 
particularly lf the tubercle bacillus 
is responsible.

Gruff, likable Dan Tobm, boss 
of the AFL teamsters union, always 
calls on AFL colleagues durmg visits 
to Washington. In New Deal years 
this was frequent, for Dan was a 
great friend and close adviser of 
Roosevelts. 
Last week Tobins API. cronies 
were particularly anxious to see 
him. and get the lowdown on his 
conference with President Truman.

That argument kills Douglas 
as a candidate. For. lf he Is 
a disciple of Henry Wallace, 
why not take the Guru? lf the 
Democ rata need Henry to win.

their party. Is Douglas more 
acceptable to them than Tru­ 
man? 


In lad. this support raises the 
question of the fitness of \{r. 
Douglas to continue to serve on the 
Supreme Court Bench. Fur what 
these left-wingers imply is that he 
is so much one of their number, 
so biased on their side, such a 
partisan of their line that he is 
incapable of serving Justice with an 
even hand. 


Perhaps they overdo their ease 
and denounce their own choice

And that leaves only Harry Tru­ 
man, who can stand on a recdrd. 
That will also force Tom Dewey’s 
hand.

And he will have to face a lull 
disclosure of the fact that the bi­ 
partisan foreign policy was pervert­ 
ed into a Republican imprimatur 
of an already accomplished Tru­ 
man policy during the past two 
years. 


I>cwey will have to make that 
clear or risk the criticism which 
attended his 1944 speeches and 
helped to bring on hi* defeat 
in that year. 


My estimate is that Dewey will 
meet this challenge with strength 
of purpose. The authors of the bi­ 
partisan policy originally were Tom 
Dewey and John Foster Dulles. 
They were, undoubtedly, irked by 
Senator Vandenberg a w illingness to 
go along with Truman without 
prior consultation, but they are not 
responsible either for that decision 
or for the practices tliai arose from 
it.

WASHINGTON. July 7 — Some

There is, however, a deeper stra­ 
tegy than this in the effort to 
bring about the 
nomination of 
General Elsenhower in the face of 
his unwillingness to run. The idea 
Is to put his name Into the bal­ 
loting along with that of President 
Truman. If the Elsenhower nomina­ 
tion Is actually made, it means the 
elimination of Truman. If, then, 
Elsenhower formally tenders a let­ 
ter declining to acceptr-eomethlng 
that can happen in a few hours— 
the convention can turn to other 
names. But it would be unlikely to 
turn back to Truman. The conven­ 
tion would then be wide open. 
It has been suggested by a few 
wags around here—maybe they are 
Republican wags—that if all the 
Democrats are Interested in is a 
well-advertised name, without know­ 
ing particularly what his views hap­ 
pen to be on public questions, then 
why don’t they select Bing Crosby? 
Or why not Spencer Tracy, who did 
a masterful job of running for office 
In the movie play, The State Of 
the Union”? 
Making Shamble Of Nomination 
Some Democrats are making a 
shambles of their nominating con­ 
test. They are using the Elsenhower 
name primarily to get rid of Presi­ 
dent Truman, who for reasons of his 
own, stubbornly refuses to with­ 
draw. Every day. however, that the 
recurrent 
drive 
for 
Elsenhower 
keeps going makes It evident that 
Truman Is not considered by the 
Democrats themselves to be a good 
enough candidate to make the race. 
The Idea which the “left wing” 
Democrats have nurtured for some 
time is that, once General Eisen­ 
hower Is drafted and offered the 
nomination, it wouldn’t matter so 
much if he declined because the 
convention might then be stamped­ 
ed for Justice William O. Douglas 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, who more than any other 
man today, except possibly Henry 


Wallace, represents the radical wing 
of tile party. It could be that if 
Douglas were named. Wallace might 
consider that he had won his bat­ 
tle against Truman and that he 
could, therefore, support the Demo­ 
cratic ticket again. It would serd 
cold shivers up and down the Re­ 
publican spinal cord lf Wallace 
withdrew and if Douglas we<*e nom­ 
inated and the Democratic ticket 
had the enthusiastic support ct 
General Eisenhower. 
Truman Might Name Candidate 
There is always a possibility that 
President Truman might turn the 
tables on the opposition wltnin the 
party by offering a man to suc­ 
ceed himself. That man might be 
General Marshall. While the Secre­ 
tary of State has said he could not 
be drafted for political office, he 
would riot refuse a request prof erred 
him by the President of the United 
States. The name of Oeorge Mar­ 
shall is well advertised, too. 
The Democratic convention may 
wind up with Truman as its nom­ 
inee for president and Douglas as 
vDe president. The drive to draft 
Elsenhower has kicked up a con­ 
troversy unprecedented 
In party 
history. Here Is a man who mlgnt 
have been the Republican nominee 
In a year which most observers have 
considered would bring a Republi­ 
can victory, and the same man is 
now being urged to accept a Demo­ 
cratic nomination to save a party 
and a group of officeholders who 
just simply don’t want to giv* up 
their jobs on the federal payroll. 
The spectacle is not an inspiring 
one. If the effort to get General 
Eisenhower to run had been built 
up around a particular Issue at 
fundamental importance, such as 
the Republican tendency to revert 
to isolationism or the “straddle* 
plank on foreign policy adopted by 
the recent convention at Philadel­ 
phia. the whole situation would b« 
on a higher plane today—and may­ 
be General Elsenhower would have 
sensed a call to duty. But a call to 
save Frank Hague in New Jersey o~ 
the political bosses of other state 
machines isn’t very closely related 
to either a national or an inter­ 
national crisis.

Ghost In the White House? 


WASHINGTON.—

hat 
Is 
most 
remarkable 
about the great r e v o l t 
against President Harry & 
Truman is the extent to 
which the President has already 
been repudiated by his own party. 
As this is written, the flat state­ 
ment withdrawing himself from the 
race Is expected almost from hour 
to hour from General Dwight D. 
Elsenhower. 
But 
whether Elsen­ 
hower firmly quashes the Eisen­ 
hower boom or not, and whatever 
happens at the Democratic Con­ 
vention in Philadelphia next week, 
the fact will remain that virtually 
the entire Democratic leadership 
has already publicly announced to 
the world that Truman is inade­ 
quate ks President. 
Among the 
major 
Democratic 
leaders, there now remains hardly a 
handful who have not openly com­ 
mitted themselves against the Presi­ 
dent, 
Even such powerful figures 
as Edward Flynn of the Bronx and 
David Lawrence of Pennsylvania, 
although they have not publicly 
committed themselves, are known 
to have smiled in private 
on the 
anti-Truman revolt. 
• — • — • 
Thus lf Truman is nominated, he 
will be forced to wage the loneliest 
campaign iii recent history. 
It is 
difficult to imagine the total lack of 
enthusiasm with which the cam­ 
paign will be fought hi New Jersey, 
for example, where that statesman­ 
like figure, former Jersey City May­ 
or Frank Hague, has already an­ 
nounced that Truman lacks “world 
leadership;’’ or in Illinois, where 
Democratic Boss Jacob Arvey has 
been a leader of the anti-Truman 
revolt from the first. 
Under these circumstances, it is 
not surprising that supporters of 
Justice William O. Douglas are con­ 
fident that most of the party boss­ 
es who have gone out on a limb for 
Elsenhower will turn to Douglas 
when Elsenhower saws the limb 
off. Indeed, many of those who 
have been mast active In the Eisen­ 
hower boom would really prefer the 
nomination of Douglas. 
In this 
category are New York City Mavor 
William ODwyer. 
the old 
New 
Dealers represented In Americans 
for Democratic Action, and most of 
the labor leaders; In a word, the 
Left Wing of the Democratic Party. 
It is hardly surprising that the 
Left Wing Democrats should pre­ 
fer Douglas. What is surprising Is 
that such men as C.I.O. President 
Philip Murray should so ardently 
have supported Eisenhower. For it 
Is widely known, for example, that 
Eisenhower 
has 
privately 
stated 
that if he had been President he 
would have signed the Taft-Hart- 
lev 
Bill—the one domestic Issue 
which above all divides Left from 
Right. Indeed, dark suspicion ex­ 
ists that the Eisenhower boom has 
been used by the Left Wing Demo­ 
crats only as a cover for the Doug­ 
las boom. 


rhe Douglas backers assert con­ 
fidently—at least for public con­ 
sumption — that with Eisenhower 
out of the picture, Douglas can stop 
Truman. According to the analysis 
of the Douglas cabal. Truman is 
now short of nomination on the 
first ballot by some ninety to HO 
votes. The Douglasites envisage — 
perhaps "dream’' is the more ac­ 
curate word—Truman stopped on 
the first ballot, with the South 
holding firm, and a rush to Douglas 
on subsequent ballots. They hope 
that anti-Trumanism Is now such 
an obsession with the southerners 
that the South will swallow Doug­ 
las. although Douglas’ advocacy of 
civil rights I* no secret. 
The bugs In tills reasoning are 
pretty obvious, quite apart from the 
fact that It is by no means Impossible 
that Douglas will refuse to go along. 
Any defections in the anti-Truman 
front anywhere. North or South, 
would suffice to put Truman over, 
even by the Douglas supporters’ own 
reckoning M oreover. Elsenhower's" 
real strength with such political 
Idealist* as Hague and Arvey has 
been quite simply that he could 
probably win. Douglas has no such 
strength. Indeed, the northern pro- 
i ColonaL*, are by no means con­ 


vinced that Douglas could put up 
a much stiffer fight than Truman 
against the Dewey-Warren ticket 
Even so. unless Elsenhower and 
Douglas both flatly refuse to go 
along, Truman can expect a fight, 
and a bitter one. in Philadelphia. 


No one knows what the private 
reactions to all this of the stubborn, 
mild-mannered President may be. 
But there is little doubt that he 
underestimates the extent to which 
his own party has already repu­ 
diated him. Much of the strange 
aura of confidence which emirates 
from the President Is undoubtedly 
traceable to fat. ubiquitous, court 
Jester George Allen, who has sud­ 
denly bloomed as the confidant not 
only of the President but of Eisen­ 
hower as well. 
One story current in Washington 
illustrates the quality af Aliens 
influence. Former Democratic Na­ 
tional Chairman R o b e r t Hanne- 
gan recently asked to see the Presi­ 
dent, with the intention of telling 
him 
some 
grim 
political 
home 
truths. He was surprised to find 
Allen at the President’s elbow. And 
he was not amused when his recital 
of the gloomy facta was repeatedly 
interrupted by assurances from Al­ 
len that "The people love you, 
Harry.” 
• — e — • 
Whatever may be going on in 
the Presidential mind. bch md the 
outward appearance of chipper con­ 
fidence, one fact is generally over­ 
looked. The next six months will 
certainly be crucial ones in the his­ 
tory of the United States and of 
the world, then if Truman is now 
nominated the power and prestige 
of his office have already been 
seriously undermined. In the un­ 
likely event that the revolt against 
him succeeds, the country and the 
world will be confronted with the 
prospect of a kind of six-months’ 
ghost In the White House—alone, 
discredited, disregarded, while the 
noise of the campaign and the 
tides of history sweep around him. 
That is a pretty appalling prospect 
in these times.
